AFTERMATH: 
Of Seizure 


The ordering back to Italy of 
Naval Attache Alberto Lals of the 
Itallan legatfon was a sensational 
aftermath of the selzure In Amer- 
ican harbors of Italian and German 
vessels. 

The first step was the seizure of 
‘the vessels and the jailing of 875 
members of the Fascist and Nazl 
crews. This was closely followed by 
the revelation in the state depart- 
ment that Lals would be declared 
“persona non grata” to the Amer- 
ican government and that his re- 
turn to Italy would be demanded. 

Lals had previously described 
himself as more than 75 per cent 
American and he Is married to an 
American woman and thelr hand- 
some daughter lives with them jn 
Washington. 

But Secretary Hull's report, which 
fave no details, showed plainly that 
Lalas’ "25 per cent Italian” heart had 
prevailed on him to participate 
actively in the attempted sabotage 
of the Fascist vessels, 

This, the secretary sald, was an 
unfriendly and illegal act, and for 
that hig recall was demanded.

Jaffects of Condensation.

In winter, 
windows steam so badly that. water 
runs down and has rotted the win- 
dow casings and spoiled the paper 
below. Upstairs is not finished, and 
paint outside of upstairs does not 
blister. We have hot air heat and a 
cistern in the basement. What 
causes the trouble? 

Answer: That trouble all comes 
from too much dampness in the alr 
of the house, This may be from 
over use of the humidifier in your 

furnace. Another cause may be the 
| burning of natural gas in open burn- 
’rs; every gas burner should be con- 
accted to a flue to carry the vapors 
outdoors. The cistern may also be 


cover, You can check the steaming 
on, your windows by applying storm 
sash and tight weatherstrips, You 
should alse fill the joints between 
window frames and outside walls 
with caulking compound, 
Banging Steam Pipes, 

Question: We are annoyed by a 
loud banging in the steam pipes to 
thé second floor. This occurs main- 
ly at night when the radiators ere 
cold, and automatic heat goes on, 
The house is five years old, and 
the owner says the noise has been 
present from the first, One plumber 
tells us that nothing can be done 
about it, Can you make any sugges- 
tions? 

Answer: That banging is due to a 
section of the pipe that fs level, or 
on a bank slant, instead of being 
slanted toward the bollen As a re- 
sult, water collects in it, and inter. 
feres with the passage of steam to 
the radiator. Very often raising the 
radiator on blocks of wood one-half 
inch thick, or even more, will end 
the trouble, Otherwise, the water- 
trap in the pipe must be located and 
straightened out.
